Mr. C. Blagrove presided 
with ability at the pianoforte. 

Yesterday, at a sale at Cremorne House, Chelsea, amoung other 
lots, were two violins, one made by Maximilian Zacher, in the year 
1752, and the other made by Jacobus Stainer in the year 1650. The 
auctioneer (Mr. Robins, jun.,) stated that there were many instances of 
violins by these unrivalled masters producing considerable sums, and he 
alluded to the singular terms of sale of one to Count Trandmansdorf, 
Master of the Horse to Charles the VI., who, after paying down a large 
sum of money, agreed to pay a certain number of dollars a month till 
his death, which with other gifts, amounted to about 8,000 and 9,000 
dollars, or about 6007. The same violin is now in the possession of an 
eminent musician. The violin was sold for 55 guineas, the first offer 
being 25 guineas. The Zacher violin was knocked down for the sum of 
30 guineas, 

English Theatricals Abroad.—The 25th of the present month is ir- 
revocably fixed for the opening of the English plays, at theTheatre Italien, 
and we learn that everything augurs most favorably for the success of 
the enterprise. Nothing can exceed the good feeling manifested generally 
by the Paris press in favour of the undertaking, a feeling originating 
doubtless in acknowledgment of the munificent encouragement given to 
the dramatic art of this country by Mr. Mitchell, as director of the French 
theatre in London. There has been one attempt, we learn, made to pre- 
vent the performances taking place by the director of one of the theatres ; 
but as the generous design failed at once, it is not necessary at present 
to do more than merely state the fact of the attempt having been made.— 
Galignani.
